WASHINGTON, D. C , Oct. 16,—Much in- 


terest has been excited here and in Mew 
York over the subject of the policy of the 
Administration as to silver coinage by the 
report 
published 
lately that it 
was 


likely the monthly purchase of bullion 
would be increased, at least temporarily, 
from $2,000,000 to $1,000,000 a month. 
Those who should know most about it say 
it is not at all probable that the present 
status will be disturbed unless Congress so 
directs; that notwithstanding the law pro 
Tides there shall be $2,000,000 coined 
monthly, and this amount may, nt the dis 
cretion of the Secretary of the Treasury, b< 
increased to $4,000,000 a month, Secretary 
Windom is disinclined to change the pres 
ent policy and will leave it at $2,000,000 in 
the absence of further Congressional direc- 
tion. 
Congress will be in session in abou 


seven weeks, and although the demand for 
silver certificates which are issued in de 
nominations of $1 and $2 and upward is 
increasing, and the supply "us the busy 
season approaches decreases, Congress will 
have an opportunity to take action before 
any inconvenience to money circles is in- 
flicted. 
In the under strata of the Treas- 


ury Department an impression exists, how- 
ever, that circumstances point to the neces- 
sity of increasing the monthly coinage and 
the issue of certificates. A Treasury official 
said to yoar correspondent to-day. •' The 
whole story of silver can be found in the 
Treasury statement showing the condition 
of our silver currency. 
By it we see that 


the net s'andard silver dollars in the 
Treasury in July, 1886, was §94.000,000 in 
round numbers. 
In July, 1887, it was 


$67,000,000. 
In July, 1889, it was $42,- 


000,000. In July, 1889, it was $21,000,000. 
On the 10th inst., it was but $5,000,- 
000 
These comparisons show plainly 


that it 
is 
but a 
question of time 


when 
the demand for silver 
circu- 


lation will be greater than the surjply. 
What may be done with Congress so close 
upon us cannot be said, but that something 
will hare to be done is clear. The busi- 
ness of the country is very brisk at this 
season of the jear, and people must have 
more money for the circulating medium. 
The output of silver currency can be ac- 
counted for in part by the retirement of 
National bank circulation. The National 
banks do not furnish the circulation need- 
ed by the country, and the Government ia 
called upon to do so. It meets the de- 
mand by issuing silver certificates of small 
denominations, supplying I he loss of Na- 
tional bank notes, and meeting the require- 
ments of trade, There is no doubt in my 
mind that the situation points clearly to 
the prospect of an increased purchase of 
silver to meet the actual wants of the 
country." 


This view of a Treasury official on the 


silver question shows the radical change 
which hat taken place on this subject in 
financial and Treasury circles, where, not 
three years ago there was an appeal made 
to Congress for relief from continnod com- 
pulsory coinage. 
Whatever the aotion 


may be by either the Treasury Department 
or Congress daring the next six months or 
year, it will tend to enlarge rather than to 
contract the circulating medium, so that 
the ontlook.is favorable for an easier monay 
market than we have at present.

The 
ohair oar, after being overturned, caught 
fire and many of tbe passengers were 
burned in addition to their other injuries 
No persona from the Pacific Statea were 
injured.

A grea 
effort was then made to obtain eiecutivi 
clemency, bat the Governor refuted to in 
terfere. The men arose early this mornin 
and walked to the gallows unassisted 
Both bore np bravely, though Olsen wa 
deathly pale. They made a few remarks 
thanking the jail officials and others fo 
their kindness to them. The trap droppei 
at 7:05, and the men died without a atrug 
gle. The necks of both men were broken 
by the fall.

above. 
Bushing to tbe window she was 


astonished to see her husband's body laying 
on the pavement of the back yard. He 
had struck on his head, and did not move.

The Agricultural Station. 


Of what was done by the Agricultural 


Experiment Station at the recent State 
Fair, the Beno correspondent of the Aus- 
tin Reveille writes as follows: 


The State Experimental Station com- 


manded considerable attention and well it 
might, for there was no end of interest 
taken by those who had charge of it, not 
only at the Station at the University 
grounds bat also at the Pavilion, and no 
one eonld get away without taking with 
them useful and practical information. 
There are exhibited many varieties of all 
kinds ol /arm and garden produce, fruit, 
etc. 


The Entomological Department is some- 


thing wonderful and that together with 
the Chemical Department is entirely new 
here. Diagrams showing the working of 
many different kinds of insects and moths 
and the effect of the same on fruit, eereals 
and vegetables, and also showing methods 
of destroying the insect by different pro- 
cesses and kinds ot chemicals, is very in- 
teresting and very important to farmers.

DONNER UKE SCHEMt 


WHAT MB. NEWLAND'S HAS TO 


BAT OF THE EEOENT 


PUBOHA8E. 


The Lftke to be Hade a Beservoir for 


Benefit of Farmers and Manu- 


facturer! on theTruekee. 


Francis Q. Newlanda, in a conversation 


yesterday with the editor of the JOUBXAL, 
in regard to his reported purchase of the 
outlet of Conner lake, said: 


•It is true that I have made tbe pur- 


chase, bat I have no private enterprise of 
profit connected with it. From the time I 
camd to Nevada I have been convinced 
that tbe people of this State must settle 
the qnestion of storage for themselves, and 
not depend upon the Government, as most 
of the sites for storage are in tbe bands of 
private parties. 
B. L. Fulton told me a 


few weeks since that the outlet of Lake 
Donner, consisting of 320 acres, with a 
small dam recently erected by Mr. Krugw, 
could be purchased for $18,000, and it 
would be a good thing for tbo county of 
Washoe to secure it, increase the dam and 
store the waters for the Trnokee farmers 
till the latter part of the irrigating season. 
The eonnty had no power, however, to 
make tbe purchase, and it could not be se- 
cured till tbe next session of tbe Legisla- 
ture. 
The State Commission of Declama- 


tion was doubtful about building dams in 
California, and, besides, was necessarily 
proceeding with caution, which involved 
delay. A committee of citizens, coniisting 
of Messrs. Fulton, Mayberry, Wheeler, 
Martin and Foley. thought the purchase 
advisable, so, in order to close tbe transac- 
tion quiokly, I visited the dam site with 
Messrs. Mayberry and Fulton. 
I came to 


the conclusion that the purchase would be 
of benefit to the farmers of the Trnokee 
and Beno, and I told tbe committee that I 
would buy the outlet in my own name, raise 
and complete the dam and then torn over 
the property, either to the State of Nevada, 
the county of Washes or the present ditch 
owners on the Trnokee, as might be thought 
advisable, upon being reimbursed cost and 
nterest at 6 per cent. 
Neither I nor any 


of the gentlemen named have any idea of 
making profit out of the transaction." 


Mr. Newlands, being asked if he was 


now going on with the work, said that Mr. 
Usyberry was now on the ground with a 
surveyor, and the charge of the matter 
would probably be left to the committee of 
citizeQH who bad interested themselves in 
.be matter. 


"I was witling," said Mr. Xewlands, "to 


go on and buy all the land around the margin 
of the lake, if it could be secured at a rea- 
sonable price, and raise the dam to a much 
greater bight, and store a large amount of 
water, but the rapacity of some of the 
riparian owners has been aroused and they 
are holding out for exorbitant pricei. So, 
unless they abate their t emand«, the water 


'ill simply be stored for the present to the 
light of the present diai, or np to tbe 
meander Una, wbieh will of ooiirae, lot out 
a large amount nf water duriug tbe soanty 
season."
